London, May 22.—Some details -of 


Colonel Mahon'a Mafeklng relief expe- 
dition are now coming through from 
wayside points. It was one long rush to 
Mafeklng. C. E. Hands, The Dally 
Mail's correspondent, mentioned in Lord 
Roberts' dispatch to the war office aa 
dangerously wounded In the fight in the 
rush. May 13, sent his last message from 
Vryburg, May 9, by runner to Kimbar- 
ley, May 21. He says: 


"The flying mounted column, secretly 


and swiftly organized by General Hun- 
ter, started from Barkly and arrived here 
tonight, covering 130 miles In five days. 
It is a grand force of mounted men- 
Imperial light horse from Ladyamith, 
the Klmberley mounted corps, with royal 
horse artillery and pom-poms, and a 
selected body of infantry from the fu- 
silier brigade. 
A special equipment of 


light springed mule transport completes 
this splendid force.

The weather of the past *veek has been 


unusually changeable, characterized by 
great extremes in temperature. Hi'avy 
rains have been genera], and cloudy 
davs have predominated. 


The 14th and 15th were excessively 


warm throughout the district. The lat- 
ter part of the week, however, varied 
slightly from the normal. Cloudiness 
and cooling: rains have caused a low, but 
uniform, temperature, and dally ranges 
have been slight 
No heavy frosts have 


occurred during the week. 


The weekly mean temperature for the 


district Is 57 degrees, 11 abov« th»mean 
of last week and 7 above the mean ot the 
conespondlig week of last year. 


Violent thunder storme have been fre- 


quent and the less of some property in 
Maine, through lightning, is reported. 
In Maine and portions of New Hamp- 
shire the lowlands are flooded The 
heaviest rains fell on the 17th, 18th and 
19th 
A few reports from Vermont state 


that rain Is needed. No snowfall dur- 
ing the week. 


In mi the sL^iLei of the section gran 


has made rapid growth during the past 
week 
In the northern portion of the 


sections other crops have made less 
progress than in the southern districts. 
Most of the correspondent* from Mains 
report that the ground has been so wet 
t&t seeding has been Impossible, while 
one report from Rhode Island states 
that the gardens planted ar« becoming 
weedy, because they are too wet to cul- 
tivate 
Crops In lowlands have not yet

Chief Justice Fuller Decides no 


Jurisdiction Over Kentucky 


Governorship 


Washington. May M— The United 


States supreme court yesterday decided 
the Kentucky governorship case In the 
Interest of Beckham, affirming the Oe 
cl*1on of the Kentucky court of appea's 
The opinion In the Kentucky case wab 
not unanimous, some of the Judges dis- 
senting 


The opinion was handed down by Chief 


Justice Fuller, and the case was dis- 
missed for want of Jurisdiction 
He said 


the court should be the last to overstep 
the bounds limiting Its own jurisdiction, 
and that the determination of cases of 
this character, contests for state offlc»-, 
must necessarily be settled by the po- 
litical branch of the government. That 
branch haa acted in the Kentucky case 
when the general assembly took Juris- 
diction. There was no appeal from the 
assembly's decision, which waa favor- 
able to Goebel and Beckham, except to 
the tribunal of tbe people, which tri- 
bunal, the chief Justice eatd, was always 
in session He also *ald the cae« was 
purely a state ea*e: that Kentucky was 
In the full possession of Its faculties as a 
member of the Union, and that there was 
no emergency at this time calling tor in- 
terference. Justice* Brewer, Karlan, 
Brown and McKanna were the diaa*nt- 
ing Justices; 


The case of th* contested Kentucky 


election came before the supreme court 
on an appeal from th« decision of th* 
Kentucky court affirming that J C W. 
Beckham was governor of Kentucky by- 
virtue; of the act of the Kentucky legis- 
lature, sitting as a contest board undei 
the Goebel law, in voiding Taylor's elec- 
tion on the face of the returns. Tha su- 
preme court sustains the Democratic 
contention that It had no jurisdiction, 
the Beckham contention being that the 
provisions of the Kentucky constitution 
and statute* governing the trial of con- 
tested election* for governor afford 
"due process of law" within the meaning 
of the 14th amendment to the federal 
constitution. Taylor contended that In- 
sufficient time was allowed In hearing 
the contest; that the governorship waa 
property of which he could not be de- 
prived, and In general that a conspiracy 
existed. 


Taylor Order$ Dismissal of Wllltla. 


Louisville, May 22.—Governor Taylor, 


late Monday afternoon, Issued the fol- 
lowing- order: 
"To General R. D. Collier, Frankfort; 


Ky.: 
"Th* supreme court of the United 


State* having decided1 In favor of Mr 
Beckham, nothing now remains to be 
done except to dismiss the malitia and 
surrender your office to your successor, 
appointed by M.r. Beckham. You are 
therefore directed to at once dismiss the 
militia and to surrender your office to 
your successor as Boon as the mandate 
of the supreme court IB filed, or sooner 
if you wish. Tender the militia my 
kindest regards and sincere thanks for 
their brave, manly and patriotic ser- 
vice."

1 Mr. Fin-ley, Governor Mount has re- 
fused to honor the requisition for your 
return to Kentucky and we are corn* 
pelted to release you " 


The papers borne by Officer Thomp- 


son consisted of the requisition which 
bore the official seal of tn* *tate and 
were all regular in form th« affidavit 
signed by the prosecuting attorney of 
Frankfort county charging Finley with 
being accessory before the fact to the 
wilful murder of William Goebel. 


Governor Mount said 
emphatically: 


"I shall riot honor this requisition. ] 
am in a hurry to catch a train and can- 
not give you my reasons 
I shall simply 


endorse that the requisition has been 
refused" Later 
the governor eaid: 


"When the proper time comes I will give 
an explanation for my refusal, which 
will be satisfactory to any fair-minded 
person." 


Democrat* Ara Happy. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—Fire bells

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BRIEF HISTORY OF A. 0. H. 


following U a brief history ot 


ftbe Ancient Order of Hibernians tak- 
(«n from the official program of the 
' national convention held at Boston: 


It U doubtful it a correct history ot 


the Ancient Order of Hibernians baa 
frafn written up to the present time. 
Bevsral historians have traced the Aa- 
cl*nt Order of Hibernians back to the 
•leventh century. The writer has 
•parched nearly every Irish history 
and finds, as a result of his labor, that 
111* order under different names can be 
traced bark to tho days of Btrongbow. 


W» are indebted to our esteemed 


friend. Thomas F. McGrath, o' Cleve- 
land, Ohio, for tha following narrative 
•which will answer our present purpose, 
which is to show our own members and 
non-members of our race that in the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians we have 
an organiatlon ot which every man or 
woman In whose veins there is a droo 
' of Irish blood should be proud:— 


"The Ancient Order of Hibernians, 


U its name indicates, Is a society com- 


L posed exclusively of Irishmen by birth 
' or descent and practical Roman Cath- 
•Uos, organized 
in Ireland for 
the 


jswaervatlon of the Catholic 
church 


and the protection of the schoolmaster 
and priest, who were hunted 
like 


wolves, with a price set upon their 
heads and those who would grant them 
•belter or refuge. Of these days of per- 
secution and suffering Edmund Burke 
says that the ingenuity of the human 
intellect never devised an instrument 
EO calculated to exterminate a race 
or degrade a nation as Oie system of 
British tyranny did to the Irish peo- 
ple. There has been a great deal said 
as to when and where the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians was first organ- 
ized. Some authorities place it at 1642, 
when Pope Urban- the Eighth sent his 
blessing to the Irish people and en- 
couraged them In their fight for God 
and country. A^ain, it Is given as 1651, 
in Connaught, after Cromwell's in- 
famous edict of "To Hell or to Con- 
naught." The history of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians is practically the 
history of Ireland, as its members took 
an active part in all the struggles and 
efforts of the old Celtic chiefs to throw 
off the hated Saxon yoke. According to 
such authorities as MacGeoghegan's 
and Mitchell's, Wright's, 
Leakey's, 


O'Holleran'a and Robinson's History of 
'Ireland, It was organized in 1565 by one 
Rory O"e O'Moore, in the county of 


1 Kildars. province of Leinster, Ireland. 


I; 1565 the Earl of Sussex issued a 
proclamation making the penalty death 
to any priest found In the province of 
Leinster. It was then that Rory Oge 
O" Moore organized the defenders. He 
made arrangements with the clergy to 
erect altars in the mountain fastnesses, 
and there have the people attend the 
holy sacrifice of the mass. Without 
printed constitutions or a code of laws, 
for their guidance they met together, 
not in gilded and upholstered "halls, 
•with rich carpets, but in the mountain 
fastnesses, with the canopy of heaven 
for a shelter and the stars their only 
guide to the trysting place. Strong 
hands grasped in friendship and true 
hearts beat in unison; bound together 
by sacred ties and united for a com- 
mon purpose, they resolved to resist to 
the utmost every encroachment of des- 
potism upon the liberties and rights 
of the people, and pledged eternal 
friendship, hallowed by their country's 
misfortune. Rory sent out fleet-footed 
and trusted men to inform the Catho- 
lics of the county where the priest 
•would read the next mass. He placed 
sentinels on the hilltops to give warn- 
ing to the people of the approach of 
sacrilegious intruders- Those sentinels 
etood on the hill* and mountains while 
the winter winds howled and moaned 
around them with the sleet cutting 
into their unprotected faces. 


"They found a place to shelter the 


hunted priest. Sometimes 1" would be 
in an isolated cabin in the mountains' 
glens, where he would be welcomed 
With a cead mlllle falltla, regardless of 
the danger incurred for harboring a 
, priest but often it would be in cold 
KOd dtemol caves In the mountains. 


"In 1577, Sir Francis Crosby, com- 


manding Queen Elizabeth's troops in 
Lelr and Offally, concocted a fiendish 
plot to murder the chief families of the 
Irish clans, with the full knowledge 
and approval of Sir Henry Sidney, the 
Lord Deputy of Ireland. Crosby feigned 
great friendship for the Irish, and m- 
viVed them to a grand feast in the rath 
of Mullaghaaaat. Th* O'Nolana, O'Kel- 
leys, O'Moores, etc.. responded to tho 
Invitation and as they entered the 
rath they were seized and butchered Ly 
Che UoodtbJmty Sassenach. One hun- 
dred and eighty ol O'IMoore's kinsmen 
were massacred that day. Rory tracked 
Crosby and his mtnlona with a aword 
of vengeance and when they least ex- 
pected, he would swoop down u->on 
.them and with fire and sword exact a 
terrible revenge. Crosby was slain at 
.the Yellow Ford, near Armagh, at the 
bloody battle of Glenmalure, with tlie 
red flag of England In the dust, and 
Lord Grey d<s Wilton and hia Saxon 
army flying before the terrible charge 
of the Irish under the command of 
Feach! Me Hugh. O'Byrtne of Balllnacor 
The avenging sword of the Defenders 
•ought out Crosby, and swiftly sent 
liim before bis God to answer for his 
crimes. 


"The annals commemorate tne death 


pf Rory Oge as follows: 


"Rory Oge, son of Rory, son of Con- 


•11 O'Moore,' fell by the hand of Brian 
Oge, son of Brian McGilla Patrick, 
June 30, 1578." 


"After the death of Rory, Donald 


O'Driscoll was elected chief of the De- 
fenders, who continued to protect the 
priests and harass the Redcoats until 
Dec. 24, 1605, when with six of his men 
he was escorting the Rev. Fr. O'Connor 
to the trysting place near Bray, 
County Wlcklow, where ho was to cel- 
tobrate the midnight mass. They waro 
Surprised by a company of British sol- 
dler*i and, after a bloody flght, Don- 
ald and his companions were killed. 
Donald's head was taken across the 
«W> and placed on a spike on the Tow- 
fer of London. Thus died the founders 
Df the Ancient Order of Hibernians— 
fighting (or church and country. Don- 
ald was succeeded by Rory's son, 
Owen, who continued In the same line 
U his father, besides assisting the old 
Celtic chiefs In their efforts to drive 
the British tyrants cut of Ireland. 
Owen was with Hugh O'Neil at the 
•lege of Armagh, and on August 10, 
ISM, the Defenders distinguished them- 
selves by their bravery at the battle 


' of Clontrlbet, and as a token of merit 


they were detailed by O'Neil to lay 


s Clege to E0r.t<$Joj»e.t «, for.t held, by, *bo 


English In Lelx.. After a five days' 
siege the fort was surrendered. The De- 
fenders now Joined O'Neil in his at- 
tacH on Portroore castle, and continued 
with him until he drove the English 
and Scotch from the north and west of 
Ireland. The people of the north and 
west enjoyed two years peace and pros 
perity under O1 Nell's government, but 
in 1601 Queen EHabeth sent the butcher 
Sir Peter Carew, to Ireland as Lord 
President With the view of breaking 
O'Nell's -power he forged letters pur- 
porting that they came from 
Karl 


Desmond offering to betray his con- 
federate O'Cononr. These tetters were 
shown to O'Connor and with an offer 
ot friendship and a thousand pounds 
from Carew If he fould forestall De*- 
mond and hand him a prisoner to the 
English. This O'Connor did. Carew 
next induced Nial Garo O'Donnell and 
Art O'Neil to take up arms against 
Hugh O'Neil. Carew having the Irish 
divided, placed himself at the head of 
the British troops and put man, wo- 
man, and child to the sword, old and 
young, not even sparing the innocent 
babe in its mother's arms. Ireland 
being under the dominion of English 
once more, the Defenders took to the 
mountains, there defying England and 
her hirelings. Owen now commenced to 
increase the membership of his organ- 
ization by uniting with other Irishmen 
vho, like himself, refused to submit 
to British rule in Ireland. Branches 
sprung up all over the northern and 
western parts of the country. They 
were known by different names such 
as Tories, Rapperees, Defenders, etc. 


"England offered large rewards for 


the capture of Owen O'Moore, dead or 
alive, who continued to defy them un- 
til he was captured through 
the 


treachery of a traitor, 
one Cornsy 


Doyle, on the night of May 12. Owen 
and Captain O'Brier. were returning 
to Their rendeavoua after leaving Fr. 
O'Rourke in the cabin of a friend. They 
were fired upon by British soldiers, 
who lay in ambush awaiting their re- 
turn, OTBrlen was instantly killed 
while Owen was dangerously wounded 
and taken prisoner. Two days later he 
was taken before a magistrate and 
given a hurried trial, after wLIch he 
was sentenced to be hung, drawn and 
quartered. He was executed on the 
morning of May IE, 1619, four days af- 
ter his arrest. The defenders continued 
under different leaders from the death 
of Owen until they become a part of an 
oath-bound organization known as the 
Confederation of Kilkenny. In 1641 the 
prelates and laymen of the church is- 
sued a proclamation calling1 on all 
Catholics to take the oath. Sir Phelim 
O'Neil was appointed to the command 
of the old Irish, who were tall . nd huge 
of frame. 
Lords Gormanstown 
and 


Mountgarret had charge of the Anglo- 
Irish who were weak and low of stat- 
ure. 
The lords of the pale orAnglo- 


Irlsh are the descendants of Strongbow 
and other adventurers who invaded 
Ireland from 1169 and at the time of 
the Reformation stood true to the Ro- 
man Catholic church. Hence they are 
called the gentry of the pale. The lords 
of the pale now became convinced that 
their kindly feeling towards England 
could not protect them when their ten- 
ants on their own estates were being 
robbed and murdered by the blood- 
thirsty demon, Coote, who could smile 
and become facetious when an infant 
was writhing on the pike of a^oldier, 
and his barbarities in Wicklow are be- 
yond description. His threat of not 
leaving a Catholic in Ireland began to 
gain some truth. FIngalas, Clontarf, 
and Santry were the scenes of the most 
wanton and brutal murders. Thus it 
was that the old Celtic Irish and the 
Lords of Pale met on the hill of Crofty 
and plighted a solemn vow and swore 
to bury in oblivion the feuds and dis- 
sensions which had for four hundred 
years wasted their strength and now 
left them a prey to the designs and 
hatred of the common enemy. At the 
meeting in Knockcrof ty, in the county 
of Meath, were present Sir Phelmin 
O'Neil, the earl of Fingrall. 
Lords 


Slane, 
Njeeterville, 
Gormajnstown, 


Mountgarret Dunsany, Colonel Hugh 
McMahon, the Very Rev. Heber Mc- 
Mahon, Vicar General of Clogher, Sir 
Connor McGinnls, etc. Lord GonnajiB- 
town presided. Delegates were elected 
to attend the National Synod in the 
city of Kilkenney, October 14, 1642, it 
being the first annual meeting of the 
Federation. At this meeting there 11 
spiritual and 14 temporal peers and 226 
commoners, representing the Catholics 
of Ireland. Lord Mountgarret was 
chsen president at the annual meeting 
and six persons as delegates for each 
province. 


"Those delegates represented four- 


fifths of the people of Ireland, They 
formed the national government under 
whose legislature th« Catholics strug- 
gled for three years against bigoted 
and tyrannical England for the right 
to worship God according to their con- 
science. Had the Catholics abandoned 
all that they were taught to believe 
cacred and forswear It in public, there 
is no system of Impiety, blasphemy or 
tthelam into which they might not 
throw themselves and profess it open- 
ly with the sanction of the British gov- 
ernment provided they would abjure 
the Roman Catholic faith. The Catho- 
lics, howver, adhered to the faith of 
their ancestors, taught them by the 
holy St. Patrick and defied the British 
government and its hirelings in their 
persecutions and confiscations and 
stood true to the church of Rome. In 
1642 the Defenders lost their identity 
as a national organization. They be- 
came part and parcel of the Confeder- 
atlonists, but as an organization they 
continued to hold together and were 
assigned to command of O''Neil. Pope 
Urban the Eighth sent Fr. Scarampl 
with a purse of $30,000 and hi* bless- 
ing to the Irish Catholics. King Chas. 
the First now became alarmed at the 
action of the Irish and decided to treat 
with them for peac«. He appointed the 
Mariuls of Ormond as peace commis- 
sioner, urging him to use all his powers 
of diplomacy (treachery) to bring the 
Irish to turns. At the first conference 
held In Ormond'e camp at Blgglnstown, 
September 15,1643, a compromise treaty 
was effected as follows: 


"First—The Catholics of Ireland are 


to enjoy the free and public exercise 
of then- religion. 


."Bacon*.—Then are to hold and have 


secured to them all Catholic churches 
not now, In the hands of the Protest- 
ants. 


"TMrd—The Catholics shall be ex- 


«mpt from the Jurisdiction of Uio Pro* 
testant clergy. 


"Fourth.—The Catholics agree to 


•end, .tea ffimmflA nwi jx* AMI* 


Charles at Chester. 


"The old Celtic chiefs were forced 


to accent the terms, as the Lords ot 
the Pale threatened to leave the Fed- 
eration and take up arms for King 
Charles, if the terms were rejected. 
Mr. Nugent Robinson in referrlns to. 
the treaty says: "Th» Irish by sign- 
ing the troaty of Slggiastown, lost 
their golden opportunity. 
The tide 


which set in so gloriously for Irish 
Independence, rolled back its sobbing 
waves slowly and sadly towards the 
English coast, and has never since 
returned with the same hooeful free- 
dom and overpowering strength.' The 
treaty being a compromise, was not 
satisfactory to the old Celtic chief- 
tains, as they were fighting1 for country 
and conscience. 
Before 1644, the Eng- 


lish ruthlessly and dishonorably vio- 
lated the treaty, and the Dersecutions 
of the Catholics increased with intense 
vigor and hatred, Oct 21, 1645, John 
Baptist Rinuecini, the envoy of Pone 
Innocent the Tenth, landed in Ken- 
mare bay with supplies, besides $36,- 
000, 
2000 muskets, 
2000 pike 
heads, 


etc., sent by Father Luke Wadding. 
Rinuecini sent the supplies and arms 
to Owen Roe O'Neil, urging him strike 
another blolw for God and country. 
O'Neil was nob slow in accepting the 
invitation, for on June 1. 1646, he 
marched with 5000 foot and 400 horse 
to attack General Monroe, who was 
then at Armagh. 
Monroe having: a 


much superior force than O'Neil, came 
forth to give battle on the morning of 
the 5th. O'Neil kept him engaged for 
four hours, when Monroe resolved to 
retreat to Armagh. Owen Roe seeing 
the advantage gained, gave the com- 
mand to charge. With a crv of ven- 
eance the Irish dashed down upon, the 
enemy, and after a fierce and bloody 
struggle, the English fled, leaving 3000 
dead upon the field. Monroe fled so 
precipitately that he left his hat sword 
and coat on the field. The Irish had 
70 killed and 200 wounded. Thus ended 
the battle of Benburb, a glorious vic- 
tory for church and country. Owen 
Roe O'Noil died suddenly at Clough- 
oughter Castle, County: Cavan, Nov. 
6, 1649, while on his 
march south 


against Cromwell, who had landed in 
Ireland August 14, 1649. The massacres 
that followed from the selge of Drog- 
heda to Hugh Dubh O'Neil's evacua- 
tion of Clommel were ferocious, sav- 
age and brutal. On and after Sfc't. 
11, 1654, rewards of five pounds sterl- 
ing were offered for a priest's or wolfs 
head. 
Any person giving shelter to

"A. M. Sullivan in his splendid work, 


the 'Story of Ireland' quoting1 fromCas- 
sell's History, of Ireland, says: "The 
eighteenth centrury^ was the era of 
persecution \n which the law did the 
work of the sword. Then was estab- 
lished a code with almost diabolical 
ingenuity to extinguish natural af- 
fection, to foster perfidy and hypoc- 
risy, to petrify conscience, to perpetu- 
ate brutal ignorance, to facilitate the 
wtefe of tyranny by rendering- the 
vices of slavery inherent and natural 
in the Irish character, and to make 
PrtjqesCantism 
almost 
irredeemably 


odious as the monstrous incarnation 
of all moral perversions. Having no 
rights of franchises; 
no legal-protec- 


tion of life or property; disqualified 
to handle a grin even as a common 
BOldieu or a ganwflceeper; forbidden 
even to aeauire the elements of know- 
ledge at home or abroad; forbidden 
even to render to God what conscience 
dictated as his due; what comlcf the 
Irish be but abject serfs? What na- 
tion in their circumstances could be 
otherwise? Is It not amazing that any 
social virtue could have survived! such 
an ordeal? That any seeds of good, 
any roots of natural greatness could 
have outlived such a long tempetuous 
winter? 


"What remained of the Defenders 


after four yeare' war g|o(t together 
under the leadership of one, Brian 
Barry. They soonubecame a formid- 
able body to protect and give shelter 
to the dear Soggart Aroon. 


"Matters continued In this condition 


until 1745, when the Catholics were 
granted the right of public -worship. 
Priests and friars went around unmo- 
lested, enjoyng a freedom the.?! were 
denied for over a century. Although 
the penalty of death for being a priest 
was withdrawn, and the right granted 
to the people to worship God in pub- 
lic, persecutions of the Catholics con- 
tinued for over a hundred years long- 
er, ea, in 1S47, when famine, and pesti- 
lence ravaged our fair land; when the 
tongue of th« nursing child stuck to 
the wof Its mouth from thirst and 
died oh ita mother's breast, the base 
and treacherous ha.nd of 
Enzland 


could be seen using hunger as an In- 
strument of torture, trying to get the 
unfortunate Catholic to forswear his 
religion and sell hia birthright for a 
mess of pottage. The Defenders now 
turned their attention to th» perse- 
cuted farmer, who was evicted from 
his holding on every pretext that the 
ingenuity of the agent of an absen- 
tee landlord could devise and the farm 
turned into pastures and to raise 
cattle for the English market. The 
unfortunate farmer is driven to s<juat 
upon the boga and marshes trying to 
raise a crop upon the cut-away bogs, 
and trying to make soli by scraping 
down the barren rock from the moun- 
wcfl not Dald In coin; from from rm 
tain side, live condition of the peas- 
antry wao most pitiable. The little 
plots of potato ground were let at a 
rental of six pounds sterling per acre, 
but this was not paid \tt coin; It was 
worked out at the rate of sixpence 
per day, «o that for one acre of po- 
tato ground a mam had to work two 
hundred and forty days for the land- 
lord, leaving him only seventy-three 
days t» toil for himself and family, 
pay tithe to the Protestant clergy- 
man and contribute to the support of 
the parish priest The Defenders or- 
ganized branches throughout the north 
and west of Ireland. Their object was 
the protection of the laborer In his 
wages and to prevent wherever possi- 
ble the ejectment of farmei* from 
their holdings who were unable to pay 
oppressive rants and titles, to pre- 
vent land grabbing and putting of 
farms and houses uoto the Highest 
bidder. In 1760 kindred organizations 
made their appearance In the south 
of Ireland, known as White Boys, Lev- 
ellers, etc. The country was In a de- 
plorable condition.

evicted with their families, and with, 
out Industries or other resources to 
procure an existence. Can It be iwon-

Is It reasonable to expect that CatJao- 
lics could be satisfied with magis- 
trates and landlords who acted to- 
wards them onl24 through the medium 
of their prejudices and bigotry? Lord 
Chesterfield, speaking; of the unset-

In 1771 the Steel Boys made their ao- 
PI aiance In the north of Ireland. They 
w<-re predecessors of Orangeman. 17&0 
came the Protestant and Peep O'Day 
Boys. 1795 came the Orangemen. 


"The British government 
looked 


upon, every Irish Cathode as being a 
rebel and treated them as such. The 
magistrates encouraged the Orange- 
men in their persecutions of the Cath- 
olics, whose houses they buiued, mur- 
dered the inmates. 
wrecked 
their 


churches and desecrated their altars. 
The Catholics were driven from tha 
place of their birth, where they first 
saw the light of heaven, and were ar- 
rested and punished for crimes com- 
mitted by the Oranisemen. Such un- 
heard of cruelty and unmitigated acts 
of barbarity as were practiced by 
judges and Orangemen are without a 
parallel in the annals at any country 
in Christendom save irt Ireland her- 
self in the days of Elizabeth and Crom 
well. It is absurd to Imagine that 
justice could be fairly administered 
when the administration of justice was 
in the hands of Orangemen who were 
opposed to everything Roman Catholic 
and yet the Catholics were expected to 
be loyal to a government which not 
only 
deprived them of their 
«vil 


rights, but placed the execution of 
the laws in the hands of their bitter- 
ets enemies. 


"It now became necessary that the 


Catholics should combine for self-ju'e- 
servation against the common enemy. 
The Defenders of the north, and the 
White Boys of the south Joined hands 
and adopted the name of Bibbanmen. 
They used two pieces of ribbon as the 
symbol of their organization,—green 
and rtd. The green denoted un ty, <hp 
ned, blood for Wood, 
This organiza- 


tion rendered valuable aid to the iin- 
fortuate Catholic^ who g-oes to the 
Orange agent a few shillings short In 
his rent, a.nd begs fojr a few weeks' 
time to make up the deficiency). This 
bigoted Orangemen takes the money 
and hums it at the man's head and 
orders him to return with the full 
amoi nt in two hours or he woula --.le^t 
him from his holding. 
This insolent 


agent displays his bigotry by pnurins; 
invective upon the poor man's head, 
whose only crime is his poverty. Hia 
spirit is broken down with the strug- 
gles and sufferings of life, yet he hears 
his honesty impugned, his efforts rid- 
iculed, and hia character blackene. 
There cannot be any sympathy be- 
tween these men: one is the oppressor, 
the pi her the oppressed. This strujr 
gling man is told he la to have no 
home, no house TO shelter himself, his 
wife and children to be turned out 
upon the cold world without the means 
•y> feustiMn thiqim -physical existence. 
He has sold his wheat, oats and meal 
at a ruinous loss to try and make up 
the rent to satisfy 
his 
tyrannical 


agent. Is it any wonder that crimes 
wore committed? That landlords an-i 
agents were assassinated when the 
people had to deal with such demons 
E.S T c rcl Leitriir, and 
his kind, 
who 


would drive the people to, desperation 
and rob their da.ugh.ters of their hon- 
or? Cne day the bailiffs and cons'-vbi- 
lary appeared near Ballymena, county 
Antrim, to eject a poor and. feeble old 
woman, the widow McGuire, from her 
farm. The people from the neighbor- 
ing parishes assembled and determined 
if possible to prevent the ejectment, 
but resistance was of little avail, aa 
the bailiffs and constabulary 
were 


there in force and well armed. The 
bafllffs lead the twor old woman out 
of her cabin, and 
her 
feeble and 


trembling limbs, gray hair and mis- 
erable ap warance, added to her great 
age, TWoduced a strong impression 
upon 'the spectators. Next came her 
little grandchildren and their mother 
in tears. The bailiffs cast their bed and 
bedding, with what little furniture 
they possessed, Into the rood and lev- 
elled the house to the ground. 
Thus 


was evicted! the Widow Molly Mc- 
Guire, whose name afterward became 
EO famous from being signed to all 
thHeatemlne letters ana notices sent 
out by Ribbomnen and others. The 
Orangemen posted notices on the doors 
of Catholic families 'ordering them to 
leave the place. If they did not leave 
at the time specified on the notice they 
would assemble at night, burn down 
the house, and force the families.to fly 
for their llvea. The Orangemen, en- 
couraged by the magistrates, continued 
their hellish pastime of burning, and 
murdering. In 1796 they either mur- 
dered or drove from their homes in the 
county of Armaugh 7,000 people. The 
wretched people had no place of skelter 
to fly to. Some of them took to the 
mountains; others were put in prison 
and died. The young men were packed 
off to 4he seaport and drafted on 
board of an English man-o'-waA'. la it 
any wonder that the Ribbonmen held 
midnight meetings and devised plans 
by which they would protect them- 
selves from murderers and the hire- 
lings of a bigoted frwvernnien*, -who 
advocated the extermination of the 
Papist bv fire and sword? 


"Edmund Burke says the crimes of 


the English against the Irish people 
may Justly be regarded one of the 
blackest pages In the history of per- 
secutions. Again, In speaking of the 
disturbed state of the country, he says: 
These rebellions were not produced 
by toleration, 
but by 
persecutions. 


They arose not from just and mild 
government, but from the most un- 
paralled oppressions.' After one hun- 
dred and sixty years of penal laws and 
persecutions, God, as If by miracle, 
preserved the faith, virtue, vitality 
and power of\ the Irish race. Branches 
of the Ribbonmen began to spring up 
In England and Scotland under the 
name of the Hlberala society and Hi- 
bernia Sick and Funeral Society, as 
the name of Ribbonmen was out- 
lawed by th« British government. In 
1825 the name In Ireland was changed 
from the Ribbonmen to that of St.' 
Patrick's Fraternal society. It Is not 
to be supposed that all these changes 
took place In harmony, as there was a 
large number of the members who re- 
belled against those changes and with- 
drew from the order and continued un- 
der the name of Mollle McGulres and 
Ribbonmen, especially In the county 
Antrim. In 1886 some of the members 
who had emigrated to America wished 
to organise a branch of the order In 
New York city. They communicated 
their acslres to their brothers In Ire- 
l«ad And, IB June; they nectlvefr UM fol. 


lowing Instructions from the/ men In 
Ireland, to wit: 


"Brothers. Greeting—Be It knolwn to 


you and to all it may concei-u. that we 
send to our few brothers in New York 
full Instructions wjth our authority to 
establish branches of our old society in 
America. The qualification for mem- 
bership must be as follows: 


"First—All members must be Roman 


Catholics and Irish or Irish descent, 
and of good moral character, and none 
of your members shall Join in any secret 
society contrary to the laws of the 
Catholic church and at all times and 
at all places you motto shall be: 
"Friendship, Unity and True Christian 
Charity." You must love without dis- 
simulation, hating evil, cleaving to 
good. Love one another with brotherly 
love, without preventing one another, 
let the lovo of brotherhood abide in 
you, and forget not hospitality to your 
emigrant brother that may land on 
your shores, and we advise you, above 
all things, have natural charity among 
yourselves. 


"Also be it known unto you that our 


wish and prayer is that when you form 
your society, in many cities or towns, 
you will do all that is in your power to 
aid and protect your Irish sisters from 
all harm and temptation. A.S the Irish 
woman is known for her chastity all 
over the world,—some of them may 
differ 
from 
you 
in religion, but, 


brothers,, bear in mind that our Lord 
died for all,—therefore be it known un- 
to you that our wish is that you do all 
that you can for the Irish emigrant 
girla, no matter who they may be, and 
God will reward you in your 
new 


country and doing this yau will keep up 
the high standing and honor of the 
Irish in America. 


"We send these instructions to you, 


hoping you will carry them out to the 
best o£ your ability. Be it known unto 
you that yoj are at liberty to make 
such laws as will guide your workings 
and for the welfare of our old society, 
but such laws must be at all times ac- 
cording to the teachings of the Holy 
Catholic church, and the obligation 
that we send you and all your work- 
ings must be submitted to any Catholic 
priest, when called for. We send you 
these Instructions, aa we promised to 
do, with a young man that works on 
the ship and who called on you before. 
Send a copy to our late friend that you 
spoke of and who is now working in 
Pennsylvania. Hoping the bearer and 
this copy will land safe, and that you 
will treat him right, we remain your 
brothers in the true bonds of friend- 
ship, this fourth day of May, in the 
year of our Lord, 1836." 


Thus it was that the Ancient Order 


of Hibernians was transplanted m 
America. Some "years ago an attempt 
was made to fasten the alleged crimes 
committed by the so-called 
"Mollie 


Maguires" in the coal regions upon the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. Those 
who had authority to speak in the 
name of the order, however, promptly 
disavowed all connection with the 
doings of the "Mollies." There were 
some over-zealous priests who . de- 
nounced the Order from their pulpits, 
and for a short time a coolness ex- 
isted between a portion of the clergy 
and the Order, Time, however, heals all 
things, and today the church and the 
Order are happily at peace with each 
other. 


In 1883, there was a, little ripple on 


the smooth sea of Hibernianism when 
a complaint was cent to the B/ard of 
Erin of the manner in which the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians was being 
manipulated in the United States by 
certain well known politicians. The 
principal members of the Executive 
Board at that time were Gallagher of 
Patrick, Rooney of Glasgow, and Har- 
klns of Greenock, Scotland; Kelly of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Reid of Liverpool, 
and Hlggins of Manchester, England; 
McKerman of Fermanagh. Devlin of 
Tyrone, and Crllly of Belfast, Ireland. 


The Board of Erin sent over John 


Nolan to investigate the charges, and 
report. Among the men who took a 
prominent part In the order at this 
time were Jeremiah Crowley and John 
McCorley of Massachusetts, who took 
a 
prominent part In the formation 


of on American branch of the Order, 
outetde the Jurisdiction of the Board 
of Erin. 


It is not our intention here to go Into 


details of what followed the separation 
of the American and Irish branches of 
the Order. Suffice to say that the 
American branch continued to grow 
with undlmlnished vigor until It be- 
came the greatest Irish Catholic organ- 
ization in the world. In 1694 under the 
wise leadership of Ex-National Pres- 
ident P. J. O'Connor, of Georgia, a 
movement was happily set on foot to 
unite both branches which culminated 
In a complete reunion two years ago at 
Trenton, N. J. 


The men who are most entitled to 


credit for the success of this grand 
amalgamation are Rf^ Kav, Ja,rJis3 
A. McFaul, Bishop of Trenton and Ex- 
President O'Connor cf Georgia,, not 
omitting the Board of National Di- 
rectors. From the convention of two 
years ago to the present time the Or- 
der has had a phenomenal growth. It 
Is nov.r, wltlwut doubt, the greatest 
Catholic ' organization in the world. 
Long may It reign In peace and har- 
mony with Mother Church and ever 
imbued with the grand principles of 
"Friendship, Unity and True Christian 
Charity."

Then she began to take students and 
patients, and after about six 3<ears 
more of this labor, the text-book ot 
Christian Solenoe was published. 


Altogether there were practically nine 


years of careful though and study 
and proof before the text-book could be 
put forth. You will understand the 
necessity for this. If * man puts forth 
a text-pook In mathematics every one 
of the problems, must be proven be- 
fore hand, else the student will not be 
able to work them out And so In this 
text-book every one of the statements 
had first to be proven and made prac- 
tical before the text-book could be 
given to the world. The Rev. Mary 
Baker O. BddrV <* Concord, N. H., 
through this book of hers, Science and 
Health, with Key to the Scriptures, 
which Is the authorised text-book of 


whole world. It was in 1868 that the 
discovery was made. During all the 
years since then, with rare courage and 
unfaltering patience, amd a continuity 
of love which excites our admiration, 
she has stood against the misunder- 
standing and the attacks of the world.

Christ- 
ian Science as we understand it SUD- 
plies just what is desired in this re- 
spect. It ia the science of Christian 
living, and comes today to shov,- men 
and women how they can unfold the 
beauties of real character, how they 
can be the men and wwnen that Gcc 
created. 


SOUL AND BODY. 


The trouble with our past theories 


has been that they have dealt with 
man as a dualism; as a combine of sou 
and body. Body was supposed to be 
the place Where life was inherent, and 
the soul was supposed to be capable 
of such ertror and sin that the whole 
man could be lost. Now so long as it 
is believed that the body ii the resi- 
dence of life and the cause of life, p 
pie will seek for Jiealth through the 
ddctoring of the body, through dealing 
with the external man. Instead of go- 
ing at the root-cause of sickness, the 
effect only will be dealt with. And so 
with regard to Bin. Instead of produc- 
ing a new spring of action, the attempt 
will be made to treat sin with dosmas 
or statements of truth, Just as the sick 
a!re treated with drugs. A man is not 
his own doctor as a rule. He takes 
the advice of some one else. He 'takes 
the remedy which is offered him by 
some one else: he does not understand 
the ingredients of it, so it is to him 
something mysterious, and he relies 
upon the miysteWo'as action of this 
thing which he does not understand to 
bring him back to health. In the same 
way a man who is a sinner, instead of 
understanding the cause of sin and an- 
nihilating it, tries to make hlmseli 
right bj< going to some cms who will 
give him statements of truth, some one 
who will from the outset, so to speak, 
tell him what is right. We find people 
using catechisms and formula* of truth 
with the idea that by believing certain 
things they are going to be assured 
of a future world salvation. 
PROBLEM OF SIN AND SICKNESS

is deeper down than catechism, creeds, 
and dogmatic beliefs; something which 
will 
reveal man to us as being 


made In the image and likeness of God. 
Isn't it the same way in medicine? We 
have many different schools of medi- 
cine each using opposite methods. I 
need not speak at length about that, 
but you know the differences in opin- 
ions of the allopathic and homeopathic 
schools. You know there are hydro- 
paths, and electropaths, and eclectics, 
and those who believe in massage and 
mesmerism and they all differ. There 
Is no possibility by which you can rec- 
oncile these different theories about 
medicine and yet every new theory 
that comes up is heterodox, and 
those that are accepted are orthodox 
for the time. It also seems impossible 
to reconcile the various theories that 
prevail among theologians and teach- 
ers with n.eard to matters of belief. 
How are we to solve these problems 
that come before us? We find that 
Jeous, the Master whom we all recog- 
nize, solved these problems of sickness 
snd of sin without any material rem- 
edy whatever. He neither prescribed a 
drug to be taken, nor a catechism to 
be learned; he never demanded ad- 
herence to one particular system of 
treatment of the body. Why? Because 
he brought health by revealing the 
principle of Life; he established holi- 
ness by teaching the understanding of 
Truth; 
and 
loving kindness 
and 


brotherly affection 
by teaching the 


power of Love. Can man then under- 
stand the truth of God which seta him 
fre from the claims of sin? Is it pos- 
sible for every child and old man alike 
to have that sense of Love which will 
make the whole world akin? Thanks 
be to God for the discovery and the 
promulgation of the Science of Christ- 
ianity, for through that Science It Is 
possible for the sick to be healed by 
coming tyto new undcystanO^Ing of 
Life; for the sinful to be reformed by 
gaining a new understanding of Truth; 
and for all mankind to be blest by the 
sunshine of God's love, which they may 
reflect to their brothers and their sla- 
ters, so that eventually*the kingdom 
of Heaven upon earth will be estab- 
lished. 


THE TRUSS ORTHODOXY. 


Jesus was a thoroughly practical 


teacbef . Some writers speak of him 
as visionary, as an amiable dreamer: 
but far Indeed Is this from the truth. 
Jesus, the anointed of God,, came Il- 
lumined with divine light, so that he 
was able to say, "I am the light of 
the worldi he that followeth me shall 
not walk In darkness but shall have 
the light of life." 
He gave certain 


signs by which we could recocnlse 
orthodoxy whenever we found It. That 


Greek words, and simply means right 
thinking, or Judging.

that every act Is preceded by a thought: 
consequently all the action that U 
found in the world among men **&- 
ceede from thinking. 
Thought may

Theso si-ms 
are universal. He said If y.ou remem- 
ber. "These signs shaM follow them that 
believe. In my name shall thev coat 
out demons; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take ut> serpents, 
and if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; and they shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.'" 


Now I would like vou to observe 


this orthodoxy of which Jesus spoks 
includes both medicine and theology; 
it includes both the healinar of sick- 
nfss and the healinro of sin. So that 
if you and I come to the point where 
we ane orthodcjjc in Jesus' wav. be- 
ins orthodox we shall find, ourselves 
in agreement with all men who do 
right thinking throughout the world; 
wo shall flnd ourselves able to bo well, 
and able to be righteous. 
And that 


understanding will not b» Rained by 
going to someone who plves us a drtUE 
or a dogma, it will not come by goingto 
someone else for advice, but will be 
within us. Jesus' words understood 
are in the hearts of men Ilka a fount- 
ain of water springing up to everlast- 
ing life. Here then is the best eood 
for mankind; to have the truth Jesus 
presented to the world, like a clear, 
bubbling spring of refreshment, of 
health and

within

BOJItU GET THB1» ANSWER 


The Boer envoys have received their 
inswer from the American government, 
yesterday Secretary of State Hay 
granted the envoys an unofficial audi- 
ence at which be presented to them the 
position of the president relative to 
their mission. The secretary's state- 
ment is able and conclusive, firm and 
courteous. It points out that under 
the Hague convention the United States 
has done all that may be done by a 
friendly power to bring about peace 
and has gone farther lhan an express 
stipulation in that convention makes 
incumbent. It is provided in that con- 
vention that nothing contained in it 
should operate to require the United 
States to depart from its traditional 
policy of non-interference with the af- 
fairs of any foreign state. The presi- 
dent overlooked this to transmit some 
time ago to Great Britain the Boer pro- 
posals which, no other government 
would undertake to do. Having gone 
thus far, which, the secretary points 
out. is the limit to the interference that 
a friendly state may offer the president 
declines to go farther and the secre- 
tary says: 


"The pesident sympathizes heartily 


In the sincere desire of all the people of 
the United States that the war now 
afflicting South Africa may, for the 
sake of both parties engaged, come to 
a speedy close; but having done his 
full duty in preserving a strictly neu- 
tral position between them, and in 
•eiclng the first opportunity that pre- 
sented Itself for tendering his good of- 
fices in the interests of peace, he feels 
that, in the present circumstances, no 
course is open to him exqept to persist 
In the policy of an impartial neutrality. 
To deviate from this would be con- 
trary to all our traditions and all our 
national interests, and would lead to 
consequences which neither the presi- 
dent nor the people of the United 
States could regard with favor." 


The Boer delegates talk as If they will 


not take "no" for an answer. They are 
to continue their campaign. They 
purpose to arouse the people to the 
point of forcing the administration. 
This Is probably Boer courtesy. They 
are to abuse our hospitality to the ex- 
tent of plunging us into a war if it Is 
within tbeir power. 


It Isn't the first time this kind of 


cheek was displayed In the United 
States, and without success.

Boston Herald and Judge Phelps 


It will be remembered that after the 


sentence of Louis Farrar for pouring 
boiling water on his wife in February, 
the Boston Herald printed an editorial 
cr'ticizing Judge Phelps for the light 
swtence imposed. The article was re- 
printed m this paper, with an inter- 
view with Judge Phelps on the subject. 
The following editorial appeared in to- 
day's Boston Herald in connection with 
Fuda,y's shooting: 


"About three months ago a wretched 


brute in North Adams, of this state, 
went home in an ugly mood to his wife, 
and poured boiling water over her, 
scalding her person. For this he was 
arraigned in court the next day, con- 
victed of his revolting crime, and sen- 
tenced by the judge who held the trial 
to three months in house of correction. 
The Herald commented on the case at 
the time, and , in view of the cruelty of 
the offense, it declared the judge's sen- 
tence to have been much too linient. 
The judge read the Herald's article, and 
made public his views with regard to 
it, the burden of which was that he un- 
derstood the case and the Herald did 
not. 
We thought at the time that it 


was not difficult for men of ordinary 
intelligence and average judgment to 
undei stand it sufficiently to know that 
this judge had affixed a penalty upon 
this crim nal which was much less than 
the enormity of his inhuman act mer- 
ited. The sequel to this act and to the 
course taken by the judge with regard 
to it va«» developed last week. The 
criminal, then having served through 
his sentence, came out from captivity. 
He at or.ce proceeded to procure a pis- 
tol, and with it he shot his wife through 
th» lungs, so wounding her that her 
death is hourly expected, and inflicted 
a wound upon a man- who attempted 
to take from him the pistol with which 
he sought to continue his murderous 
•work 
Kere is the compiettd story of 


the first fell crime, and of the probable 
murder which followed its Inadequate 
punishment. 
We do not propose to 


argue as to which was riglr, the judge 
or the newspaper. The later facts, as 
developed In the aaae, have made thii 
unnecessary. The tone of superiority 
assumed by the judge la especially in- 
appropriate In view of them."

Slattery. Mass at St. Fran* 


cit This Morning 


The city of North Adams was for- 


mally turned over by Mayor Wilkinson 
to the Hibernians of the state thfs af- 
ternoon. But this t»as» a, pure formal- 
ity, 
as they look possession on their 


own responsibility last evening, and 
have held it ever since. 


Something: like 500 delegates to the 


annual state convention of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians are in town, and 
for the next few days their deliber- 
ations in Columbia theater will be the 
center of interest not only for the city, 
but for all members of the order 
throughout the state. Every hotel in 
the city is crowded to its fullest ca- 
pacity, and Irish flags and banners in 
various places indJoate the nature of 
the city's surrender. 
i 


Some of the delegates arrived Sun- 


day afternoon and evening, but the 
larger part of them came in yesterdav 
afternoon 
and 
evening. 
The late 


trains yesterday we:*, crowded, and the 
hotels quickly filled to overflowing. It 
was a lively, good-natured crowcl, and 
the hotel lobbies and dining rooms 
were soon filled \\Tth men from all 
parts of the slate, renewing former ac- 
quaintances, and turning easily and 
promptly to the subject of the fight 
for state presidency. This was the pre- 
vailing topic of convention talk, and 
it was seen that the fight was to be a 
warm one. 
Last night was devoted lo the con- 


vention ball, an account of which is 
given below, while this mornig came 
the mass at St. Francis' church, with 
the opening of the convention this af- 
ternoon. 


Alass at St. FrancI* 


Nearly all the delegates and many 


others from this city were present at 
St. Francis' church at 9 o'clock this 
morning, for the solemn high mass. 
The church was well filled, and the 
music of the mass was most t>leasinsf- 
ly rendered by local singers. 'Rev. C. 
E. Burke was celebrant. Rev. Thomas 
Smith of Springfield, deacon, Rev. 
George Flynn of this city-sub-deacon, 
and Rev. J. J. Donnelly of this city 
master of ceremonies. Prof. M. D. Le- 
Clalr presided at the organ and the 
soloists were Miss Mamie Coricfon, Miss 
Minnie Condon, Dr. W. F. McGrath, 
John Faltani and Charles E. Hyilanid. 


Rev. Father Burke, In speaking to 


the delegates, welcomed them to the 
city, and said that although he was 
not a member of the> ^-/der It had a 
warm place in his heart for the sood 
it had accomplished. He Invoked the 
blessing of God, and trusted that tBe 
deliberations ot the convention would 
prove of benefit not only to the dele- 
gates but to the order at large. In or- 
der that this might be so, however, it 
would be necessary for the delegates 
to conduct themselves as became rep- 
resentatives of so great an order. 


Opening of the Convention 


It was decided after mass not to open 


the convention till noon, and the dele- 
gates separated for their various ho- 
tels. At noon Columbia theater b~e- 
gan to fill rapidly, and by 12.15, when 
Jamea T. Coughlln, chairman of the 
local committee of arangements, rap- 
ped for order, the body of the hall was 
well filled. 


Mr. Coughlin Introduced Mayor E. S. 


Wilkinson with a few words of wel- 
come to the delegates in the name of 
the committee, and Mavor Wilkinson 
rose amid much aplause. The mayor's 
address of welcome was one of the 
most stirring and appropriate addres- 
ses for a similar occasion that the city 
has ever heard, and, Ae delegates 
showed their appreciation of It In fre- 
quent bursts of applause, and1 in a 
storm of cheertog at the close. 


Scarcely had the mayor taken his 


seat, when one of the delegates jump- 
ed to his feet and proposed "three 
cheers for the mayor of North Adams," 
which were given with a will, follow- 
ed by a tiger. Later as the mayor left 
the hall, every delegate jumped to his 
feet and the cheering was renewed, 
while all who could get opportunity 
shook hands with Mr. Wilkinson* His 
address of welcome was as follows: 


Mayor'* AddreM of Welcome 


Mr. President, Members of the An- 


cient Order of Hibernians and Gentle- 
men—As chief executive of this city 
I take .pleasure thla morning1 In laying 
aside all other duties that I may come 
here and extend to you a most hearty 
and cordial welcome. The seal of our 
city has a picture off the west portal 
of the Hoosac tunnel, and in a circle 
around this picture are the words, "We 
hold the western gateway," 
The 


meaning of these words ia that we will 
protect and defend this portion of the 
state against every enemy that may 
come against her. 


Yesterday we saw a well organized 


army approaching, and our sentinels 
were about to challenge them when we 
discovered on their banners these 
words: "Friendship, Unity and True 
Christian Charity."

the house was spent on labor measures 
and, the labor men ivere beaten by a 
close vote on every matter, except the 
bill to Extend from 30 to 90 days the 
time within which employes who have 
been Injured can give notice of intent 
to bring action for damages 


By 70 to 78 the house killed the bill 


to prevent women and minors from 
working between 6 and 10 £>. m. in fac- 
toorles^ and Mr. Donahue of Fall Hiver 
moved a reconsideration. 


By 79 to 85 they killed one imuortant 


amendment to the employers" liability 
act, and Mr. Blood of Fichburg moved 
to reconsider; by 41 to 65 they defeated 
another, on which Mr. Blood also 
moves reconsld&ratlon; and by an, un- 
counted vote they defeated another.

DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE. 


A Clw)B« Balloon''Man Sara It's Gen- 
tle and Not Hasardon*. 


"Coming down from the clouds in a 


parachute is like a dream," said a cir- 
cus balloon artist. "Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? You come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt. Well, that's the para- 
Chute drop over again. No; there is no 
danger. A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, but you can't 
steer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm's way a practiced hand 
can tilt It one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work It to where you 
want to land or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. Circus as- 
censions arc generally made in the 
evening. When the sun goes down, the 
wind goes down. The balloon then 
shoots into the air. and the parachute 
drops back on the circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
muslin and weighs about 500 pounds. 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 


"There is much more danger is com- 


ing dawn in a balloon. When it strikes 
the earth, it's like a big ball aad 
bounds up again, taking you with it 
Npt long ago in McKeesport Pa., I 
come down in a balloon because the 
parachute would not let go. I nearly 
came down in a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air drove the bal- 
loon away. After that I never intrust- 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
one, but attended to it myself. 


"The rope that secures the parachute 


Is cut with a knife. The aeronaut 


1 drops fully 100 feet before the para- 


chute begins to fill. It must fill if 
you're up high enough. There are sev- 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less in 
ratio than railroad casualties. A man 
can't shake out a parachute if It don't 
open. A man in the air is simply pow- 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent is less rapid, and-finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled it 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero- 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing. 


I In seven cases out of ten you can land 


I back on the lot where you startefl from. 
' The first performers must have had 


nerve to make the drop. Now It is a 
regular business, not considered haz- 


! ardous at all. The hardest work is to 


bring back the balloon with a wagon. 
Sometimes it tears in the trees or 
wherever it may land when not in the 
open."—New York Sun.

It waa Colonel Colt, then of New Turk, 
to whom was granted the patent. IVb. 
25, 1830. The original petition tn tbe 
case waa destroyed by the fire to De- 
cember following. Tbe letters patent 
were returned when application was 
made for the reissue, Sfyft. 1, 1848. Tbe 
original letters are signed by Andrew 
Jackson, president; John Forsyth, sec- 
retory of state, and Benjamin F. But* 
ler, attorney general. 


After describing his Invention Colo- 


nel Colt claims as new "the application 
of caps at the end of tbe cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a shoulder over 
the caps as a security against moisture 
and the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of tbe 
connecting rod between the hammer 
and the trigger, the application of the 
shackle to connect the cylinder 'with 
the ratchet," etc. 


There had been a revolver patented 


about 20 years before by one Collln, 
but until Colt's invention little head- 
way was made. Indeed it was not un- 
til Colt's invention had been given a 
trial by Major Sam Walker and his 
Texas rangers that It gained popular- 
ity and was regarded as a success. 
About the time Colonel Colt was ap- 
plying for a reissue, In 1848, Mr, Wes- 
son had filed an application for a re- 
peating firearm, by which the Smith & 
Wesson pistol of today is represented.

cago, who is striving to stop the preva- 
lent use of preparations supposed to 
"keep milk from spoiling," made this 
remark recently and declared himself 
ready to bock up the assertion as to tbe 
deadly nature of formalin by practical, 
ocular evidence. 


Kittens and guinea pigs, Mr. Grady 


says, have been experimented on with 
the milk preservatives, and the effect 
upon them bas been fatal. 


"Take two kittens, for instance, two 


healthy cats of the same age and size. 
We would feed one kitten on pure milk 
and the other on milk which had been 
doctored with preparations of forma- 
lin. Tbe result," he said, "was invaria- 
bly the same. Tbe kitten which was 
fed on pure milk grew fat and hearty: 
the other kitten began to droop, lan- 
guish and lose strength. Soon it would 
fall sick. In two or three weeks it

Small roving 


banda of bolomen go about the ieland 
cobbing and plundering. They create 
considerable trouble and annoyance 
and waylay soldiers who may waudw 
pff. like the three men of the Twenty- 
Biiti infantry who were captured and 
burned to death on Panay. 


Under tbe stimulus of General Luk- 


bau large bands of bolomen have been 
threatening our headquarters at Cat- 
balogan. In case of 'their appearance 
a much warmer reception will be given 
them than they received at Paranas, 
iWe think such an attack, however, 
very unlikely, aa our boys are giving 
[them a hot cbaae in the mountains. 
They ate beginning to realize that no 
mountain JMnem Is safe against 
'American aoidlerB accustomed to the 
conditions of Indian warfare In the 
(Wild west Our men bare penetrated 
into every part of this Island. Major 
'Allen bas set his heart on the capture 
jof General Lukban, for this would 
mean the collapse ef the rebellion In 
'Samar and Ineyte. The leader of tbe 
band that attacked Paranas waa one 
of Lukban'e captains. He is now a 
prisoner In this place, wftb feet chain 
ed, and, together with others, is em 
ployed on fatigue detail under guard 
[If only one-half of the viHalny ascribed 
jto him by the natives be true, he richly 
aeservee banging. 


An election has just been held for 


the purpose of selecting town officers 
for tbe different towns of tbe Island 
In Catbalogan, out of a population o: 
about 6,000 only one hundred and fifty 
,odd natives voted, and this number 
iwould represent about fill qualified by 
education arid Intelligence to exercise 
the right of suffrage. Tne mass of the 
people are too ignorant and childlike to 
be fit to vote at present. 


F On Martin 126 a small band of "fanat- 
ics" (so Major Gllmore described them) 
about 19 or 20 in number, with botaa 
hidden under their clothes, secreted 
[themselves in the town of Oalbayog 
battalion headquarters, 80 miles north 
of Catbalogan. They evidently tntend- 


I -ed to massacre, tbe officers—namely 
! Major Gllmore, 'Lleutejaant Mills, his 
adjutant and Dr. Welsh, tbe surgeon. 
IA Utfle while before daybreak one of 
them came up noiselessly behind tbe 
jgnard who was patrolling headquarter 
and struck htm down with a boto, 
(wounding him severely, while another 
member of the band slipped up stain 
In the dark and. made for Major Oil- 
mere's room, Itf which were two beds. 
He evidently felt botb beds to discover 
.that they were unoccupied and the 
room vacant He then went to the 
oest room, In which were two more 
beds, one for Lieutenant Mills, tbe 
ether for Dr. Welsh, then tbe only oc- 
cupant of the, room. The boloman 
must have examined ttentenant Mills' 
bed first and, finding It unoccupied, de- 
parted without examining tbe second 
bed. He then went to a third room, oc- 
cupied by a private soldier, wbo also 
'acted as cook for the officers' mess. 
The boloman struck him as be slept, 
wounding him so badly that he soon 
afterward died. His groans, however, 
roused Dr. Welsh, who went out, sum- 
moned a couple ot guards and searched 
the premises for the assassin, wbo was 
{discovered In one corner of Dr. Welsh's 
room. He had two bolos, one In each 
[band, and, leaping access the bed, 
lunged at botb bis ponraen, Infflctmg 
'on them slight flesh wounds. 
One 


guard grappled and threw him, while 
Dr. Welsh jetaed one of fete bolos and 
ran him through. They then threw bis 
body out of the window Into tbe street 
| There were about 100 soldiers In 
town, who were aroused by this at- 
tempt** assassination. They killed 
eight ot the band, wounded and cap- 
tured tn*e» and captured four others. 
JTwo or three escaped. These bolomen 
lira* practically, wvages who bad 
screwed up tbelr courage for this des- 
perate attempt, taking their lives in 
their hands. Major Gllmore and Lieu- 
tenant Mills were on a ship In the har- 
bor, wbHher they had returned late In 
Ithe night from another point They 
'decWed to remain on shipboard until 
rooming, so were not exposed to dan-

'fact, at Oatbatogan, I now sleep with a 
six shooter handy In case of attack. 
This Is not clviUsed warfare, aad these 
natives from tbe mountains win stop 
at nothing. We are in better shape to 
recelvft them here than at Oalbayog. 


Certain elements of our population at 


Catbalogan ace still under the influence 
tot Lukban, but, on the other hand, we 
tare here a number of Vlsayans from 
another town whose property was de- 
spoiled by the Insurgents, and these 
linen have been organised and armed 
Iby Major Allen and are eager for a 
chanoe to fight Lofeban or any of his 
'following. 
! The pretence of oar troops scattered 
in garrisons throughout tbe varlow 
'towns of the Island means the cstab 
ttshment of law uud order, tho protec- 
tion of the peaceably disposed and 
friendly native aud the settiug again in 
motion cf the machinery of commerce. 
After a time these garrisons can be 
withdrawn, but they must needs re- 
main until the people learn the advan- 
tages of stable government, and them- 
•elves demand the suppression of all 
Mlsturbers of the peace*. When the In- 
tnrgents were in control of this Island, 
business was at a standstill. Now tbe 
principal ports are, all open, large 
quantities of neap art shlppiag at tb*

AMISH FARMERS' KINONE86. 


Helped O»e of 
Who !• Slett. 


The Petershelms own one of tbe flu* 


farm» ID lower Berks county, Pa. 
About two months ago tbe bead of*tb» 
family .was stricken with paralysis, 
and the attention which tbe other 
members of the family had to give to 
him prevented them giving any time to 
the cultivation of the farm this spring. 
Tbe Petershelms are Aniish people. 


The fanners In the neighborhood 


heard of the Petersheim troubles, and 
they determined to cultivate that farm 
In quick order. It to an old time cus- 
tom among the Amish people to help 
one another as much as possible. So 
early the other morning, according to a 
Reading (Pa.) dispatch to the Mew 
York Times, there was a striking pa- 
rade down the Conestoga turnpike. 
The Amish farmers, with tbelr two. 
three and four horse teams loaded 
with farm Implements, were going to 
the John Petersheta farm. They had 
come from miles around, and they 
were determined to do the season's 
farm work in a day. Thirteen plows 
were operated in one field. Many har- 
rows were drawn across the plowed 
ground, and a large force of men who 
planted the seed followed. There were 
19 two and three bouse teams at work 
at one tkne in a single field. 


By tbe evening the large farm was 


put in complete shape for producing 
this summer. Sixty men had been at 
work. All of them are more or less 
wealthy, and many of them could draw 
checks that the local banks would hon- 
or for thousands of dollars. The Amish 
people are a quaint religious sect who 
believe strictly in the golden rule.

URGF AUDIENCE PRESENT 


Pint Tim* That the Principles And 


History of tha Faith Have Been 


Explained in a Bublic Ad- 


dress in City 


The first public lecture on Christian 


Science ever given in this city was 
heard by a very large audience in 
Giand Army hall last evening. Hev. 
William P. McKenzie, a member of the 
international board of lecturesWj? of 
the mother church ira Boston was the 
speaker, and his subject was "The 
tiuth about Christian Science." 


In the audience were most of the 


members of the local church, while 
there were a larse number of others 
who were anxious to hear the doctrines 
of the church explained by one of those 
whom the church sends out on such 
missions. Mr. McKenzie, who was for- 
merly a Presbyterian minister, is a 
plain, easily comprehensible speaker, 
and he gave an interesting1 address on 
the history, principles and progress of 
the church. 


Superintendent I. F. Hall introduced 


Mr. McKenzie to the audience, sailing 
that while he knew little about Sci- 
ence, he was there to learn, and that 
North Adams 
was 
broad minded 


enough to accept truth from whatever 
source it came. On the stage were 
some of the members of the local 
church, J. H. Orr, E. O. Wiley, Eugene 
Franchere, and First Reader McDon- 
ald. Mr. McKenzie gpoke for a little 
over an hour and a hatf, his address 
being in brief as follows: 


"Suppose that what we now under- 


stand of the use of steam should be 
lost from the world, and future ages 
should look at our drawings and pic- 
tures of the various engines which ap- 
ply the power of steam to usefulness, if 
that power having once bean lost was 
again to be applied it would have to be 
re-discovered; that is, some pe-son 
vould have to be illumed as to the 
methods for applying this power. It is 
true, as we all believe, that far back in 
the early times of the Christian re- 
ligion, men. had power to heal the sick, 
and had an understanding of life which 
made them absolutely .fearless, which 
enabled them to confront death in the 
arena, which enabled them to face wild 
beasts and torture and persecution with 
a smile on their lips, and a song in their 
hearts. Such an understanding of the 
vivifying power of Christianity as they 
had, enabled them to lift the sick out of 
their sickness, to heaj the sorrow of 
men and sometimes to raise the dead 
to life again; and yet as a matter of 
nisroxy thai iiuwer has been lost. 
In 


the same way as the application of the 
power of steam if lost would have to be 
re'-discovered, so this understanding of 
good had to be re-discovered. We un- 
derstand how these discoveries must 
come 
through 
persons, 
through 


individuals. There is some peculiarity 
about a discoverer which makes him 
responsive to the subtle elements which 
other people do not appreciate. The 
philosophic type of mind for instance, 
made Watts reason regarding the In- 
visible power which he saw causing 
motion In the kettle lid. In this later 
day, when a far greater discovery had 
to be made than the application of such 
a power of nature as steam, God had 
prepared His chosen one. 


In a New England town there was a 


family, a member of which was a little 
daughter, the youngest and a 
frail 


chiia, who was all her life given to the 
things which other people did not ap- 
preciate. Her thought waa philosophic, 
her nature was loving-; among her 
companions and friends she -was deep- 
ly beloved. Her relisious nature was 
fostered by a devoted mother. Earlv 
m life she had an e^oerience similar 
to that which is recorded of Samuel. 
She heard a voice calling her by name, 
and was instructed bM her mother to 
answer in the some war as little Sam- 
uel answered back to the voice which 
palled him. She had to struggle with 
invnJMism in later life, hut disregard- 
ing her own bodily snifEerings, 
bier 


thoughts were still busy with the de- 
sire to help and to* bless humanity. She 
studied medicine to some extent. She 
gave some time to experiments with, 
homeopathy, and in ever^r way that 
was Dossible for a woman she was in- 
terested in that whicn would bless 
mankind, and alleviate suffering-. Thru 
after bereavement and experiences of 
sorrow, she found he'ii&'.f face to face 
ivith death.as the result oi an acc'- 
dent. Her physician gave her no h0r>e 
and said sh* could not live more than 
three days. Upon the third day her 
pastor called to say farewell. Given 
up by the body-doctor and given up 
by the soul-doctor, she was without 
anjl earthly heli> or refuge that she 
could turn to. In that extremity she 
called for her Bible, and reacHne1 there 
in Matthew's Gospel the story of heal-. 
ing work acompllshed by Christ, the 
thought thrilled her consciousness that 
the power, or principle, which healed 
the sick in the days of Jesus throush 
him, the Messiah, and tfiroush his dis- 
ciples and through the apostles, never 
could have left the earth; the healinc 
power must be as eternal as the love 
of God, And with the thought there 
came to her the vivid realization that 
this *>ower was present, and that God 
was healing her. and she rose from 
her bed healed. So astonished were 
some members of her family that one 
person promptly fainted: one asked, 
"Has Christ, come a«ain?" and the re-, 
ply from the lios of then now inspired 
woman was "Chrtat never left." 


Some people might have rejoiced in 


that experience andi gone no farther, 
even' as many healed by Jesus, who 
simply tools the good selfishly, and 
thought no more about It. But this 
woman having been trained through 
long yjears of effort, study, experience, 
suffering and toll for humanity, sought 
to understand and make practical this 
principle whose beneficent 
influence 


she had experienced, in order that shs 
might be able to bless humanity there- 
by. 
Retiring from society she gave 


three years to the study of the Bible, 
examining the record» there given of 
healing by prophets and apostles, and 
by the Master himself: prayerfully and 
earnestly studying that she might,get 
the spiritual import of the Scriptures, 
and be able to show men and women 
of tcls day and veneration huw to a?-
